CITATION 

1. On 05 Sep. 98, Coast Guard Ship C-134 under command 
of Asstt. Comdt. S- Mohendro Singh, 0349-Q was deplye 
off Juhu Chowpatti beach, Mumbai to provide SAR cover on 
the day of Ganpati Immersion at Mumbai. As the visibility 
was low due to the cloudy evening, and in view of the choppy 
sea, shallow water, proximity of land and uncharted waters 
Asstt. Comdt. S. Mohendro SinRh decided to anchor his ship 
and continue patrol in inflatable dinghy, nearer to shore. 
Due to breaking of heavy waves, the dinghy was flooded. 
Asstt. Comdt, S. Mohendro Singh continued patrol, keeping 
the aim of the mission in mind. He directed his boat crew 
to continuously bail out water to achieve buoyancy. 

2. At about 1730 hrs., the officer observed two persons 
being washed away while immersing a idol, and crying for 
help, The officer immediately manoeuvred the dinghy towards 
the drowning persons. Due to breaking of high waves and 
shore currents, it was difficulty to reach the drowning persons 
by dinghy. Realising the urgency of the situation, the officer 
in disregard to his own safety, jumped Into the water and 
swam towards the drowning persons. Asstt. Comdt, S. 
Mohendro Singh approached the nearer person who was in 

anic and struggling for life. The drowning person caught 
old of the officer and in the process both of them were pull¬ 
ed down under the surface, putting both their lives in danger. 
Without panicking and keeping his presence of mind, Asstt. 
Comdt. S. Mohendro Singh manoeuvred himself out of the 
danger. Then ho towed the rescued person to the dinghy and 
handed him over to the boat crew. Despite being exhausted 
while rescuing the first person, he once again returned to 
rescue the second person, who was on the verge of drowning. 
After rescuing the persons, the officer headed back to the beach 
as the condition of one of the rescued person deteriorated and 
needed immediate medical attention. On his way, the officer 
rescued another water safety patrol personnel who was cling¬ 
ing to one of the idol and landed the rescued personnel ashore. 
On reaching the beach. Asstt, Comdt. S. Mohendro Singh 
administered first aid with the help of the local medical team 
available on the beach and organised their Immediate evacua¬ 
tion to the local hospital. The rescue of three precious lives 
under hazardous sea conditions was well appreciated by the 
local administration and by media, 

3. The timely, bold and selfless action, alongwlth personal 
example displayed by Asstt. Comdt. S. Mohendro Sin ah saved 
three precious lives and his conduct is in keeping with the 
highest traditions of the Coast Guard for which the officer b 
highlv recommended for the nward of Tatrakshak Medal 
(Gallantry).
